When Pope Pius appealed to the 
Allied and G erm an leaders M arch 
12 to spare Rome from becom ing a 
battleground, 
Secretary

Hull said the Allies hoped this could 
be done. Hull added tha t the blame 
would be on the G erm ans if Rome 
did suffer. 
President Roosev elt a 
lew days later, in a note to Prem ier 
De Valera of Eire. said substantially 
the same thing. The latest Allied 
statement 
was by B ritish 
Prime 
Minister Churchill last week when 
he declared: 
"We hav e great hopes that the 
city of Rome will be preserv ed from 
the struggle of our arm ies.” 
Churchill didn’t explain this seem­ 
ingly optim istic forecast. We k now 
the Allies will do their best to shield 
Rome but, as he rem ark ed, it’s im ­ 
possible to forecast w hat the G er­ 
mans will do on their retre at from 
Italy “in the. way of destruction to 
a people they hate and despise”. 
Perhaps ¿he prim e m inister's v iew 
was based'on the thought tha t the 
Germans may not try to hold Rome 
—not because of desire to spare the 
city but to sav e their own sk ins. I 
don't believ e the present determ ined 
resistance by the NazLs in the pow­ 
erful defenses of the Alban foothills 
below Rome is in itself proof that 
they intend to hang on to a finish. 
Whatev er G erm an Field M arshal 
Kesselring may intend to do about 
holding Rome, he has no choice at 
this juncture but to defend the 
approaches to the city until he has 
rescued as m any as he can of his 
mauled forces which are retreating 
along bombed roads, all of which 
lead to Rome. 
The capital is the 
hub of Italy’s highways and rail­ 
ways. 
He 
m ust 
clear his arm y 
through there to reach new defenses 
to the north. If the Allies should 
occupy Rome now, great num bers 
of German troops would be cut off. 
Hitler’s propagandists are inform ­ 
ing their public—and the world— 
that the Nazis will withdraw' to the 
north of Rome—tha t its occupation 
bv the Allies doesn’t m atter. One 
look s for catches in enemy propa­ 
ganda. but this m ight m ean what it 
says. One good reason m ay lie here: 
Berlin itself Is predicting a passi­ 
ble Allied landing on the Italian 
coast abov e Rome from the island 
of Corsica. 
Such an inv asion, if 
successful, would cut Kesselring off 
from the north and m ight result in 
annihilation of v irtually his entire 
force.

ARMY TROOPS 
NOW OVERSEAS 


Deployment of Air and 
Serv ice Forces Practi­ 
cally Completed 


(B y Aanoctnted P r e a s ) 
WASHINGTON. June 1 —Secre­ 
tary of W ar Stimson said today 
that with 3,657,000 arm y troops al­ 
ready ov erseas, the deploym ent of 
air $nd serv ice forces is practically 
completed “and the period of de­ 
cisiv e action is at hand ”. 
The bulk of forces now mov ing 
out of the United States to combat 
areas is composed of ground troops 
prepared to use the bases and tak e 
adv antage of the prelim inary air 
assaults for the final blows against 
the enemy, the secretary told a 
news conference, adding: 
“The United States arm y today 
has 3.657.000 soldiers deployed out­ 
side the continental United States 
in theaters of operation through­ 
out the world, strik ing and prepar­ 
ing to strik e v ictory-winning blows 
by land, irom the sea and in the 
air against Germ any and Japan. 
“This force, at the end of pro­ 
tected supply lines stretching more 
than 56.000 miles and reaching into 
ev ery continent, represents approxi­ 
m ately 47 per cent of the total 
strength of the Army. 
“By the end of 1944, the num ber 
of troops ov erseas will be increased 
to more than 5,000.000 m en, approxi­ 
mately tw o-thirds of total strength.” 
Nearing a Peak 
Ov erseas deploym ent of necessity 
came first for the Supply and Air 
Forces, Stimson noted, since it was 
nefcessary tp build up the bases for, 
'Fi^rtiv c-.Wul 4min drises' a g a inst 
the' eriimy. Those bases now see 
established, he said, and shipping 
Is av ailable for the m ov em ent of 
ground forces to the ov erseas the­ 
aters. 
This m ov em ent “rapidly is 
nearing the peak ”. 
Stim son said the ov erseas strength 
of the Army exceeds the peak ov er­ 
seas strength in World war I by 
1,571,000 men, and Is only 400,000 
men short of the total strength of 
the Army at the close of the World 
war.

along Highway 6. It fell to British 
infantry und arm or after a

battle. 
Penetrate Nail Defenses 
A dispatch from Associated Press 
War Correspondent 
Edward Ken­ 
nedy said 
the 
Americans 
brok e 
through the G erm an defenses east 
of Velctri and fought their way 
ahead 8,000 yards 
and occupied 
a point on M ount Peschlo ridge in 
the Alban hills to the northeast. 
O ther American elements plunging 
forward in the v icinity of the Ap- 
pian way captured dom inant high 
ground near

inhere nt in all plans for stabilizing post-war money 
is 
the necessity 
of creating 
post-war confidence. 
Stabilized cu rrencies reflect, do not create, confi­ 
dence. Among the United Nations representatives in­ 
vited to the parley annou nced by the White Hou se 
to convene at Bretton Woods, N. H., in Ju ly will be 
those from China and the French Committee of 
Liberation, lor example. 
China is in the throes of 
ru inou s inflation 
brou ght on by 
the shortage of 
every thing that vast cou ntry needs; France’s economy 
has been devastated by the G erm an occu pation. 
Any attem pt to stabilize—to su bsidize their cu r­ 
rencies—on the p art of wealthier cou ntries wou ld be 
lik e pou nding sand into a rat hole, u nless sim u l­ 
taneou sly the m eans of economic recovery go into 
u ninterru p ted operation. 
All the gold and silver 
above and beneath the grou nd, all the paper credit 
and bank ing devices conceivable, all the ingenu ity oí 
money experts are meaningless withou t continu ou s 
produ ction of wealth to give them back ing and su b­ 
stance. 
A centu ry of pence and produ ction for hu man 
needs cou ld create the circu mstances of stabilization. 
The project is not impossible, bu t its su ccess is im ­ 
probable withou t assu rance of a long peace and the 
confidence that the prospect of peace can give the 
forces of recovery . 
The parley next Ju ly is a step in 
the right direction, bu t only a step toward a goal 
which encompasses nearly all the problems of creating 
an orderly International society . 
If sim ilar steps had 
been tak en in good faith starting 20 y ears ago, the 
Jou rney m ight nu t be starting belatedly in 1944,

SHODDY TACTICS 


Herbert Hoover's formal denial of any connection 
with ciforts to influ ence the nomination of any Re­ 
pu blican for the presidency in 1944 calls attention to 
a cu riou s situ ation. 
The charge tha t Mr. Hoover was 
active came, oi cou rse, from Democratic sou rces. 
Re­ 
pu blicans long since have developed an attitu de toward 
Mr. Hoover in which he is regarded as an older states­ 
man, not as a politician. 
They respect his opinions, 
bu t do not regard him as an active p articip ant in 
organization politics. 
Democrats, however, are still determ ined to wring 
the last drop of political animosity ou t of Mr. Hoover's 
occu pancy of the W hite Hou se when the United States 
staggered u nder the rebou nd from World war I. The 
shoddy tactics they employ ed su ccessfu lly in 1932 
still hold strong appeal for some of them . 
They a p ­ 
parently believe there still are votes to be made by 
smearing Mr. Hoover, bu t nil those votes were made 
long ago. 
"I am tak ing and expect to tak e no p art in the 
selection of the Repu blican nominee,” Mr. Hoover 
declared. 
“The people and their du ly -elected dele­ 
gates will tak e care of that themselves.” 
Democrats, mu ch as they hate it. mu st swallow the 
fact that the Repu blicans in 1944 are going to hold 
a party ' convention to select nominees for the presi­ 
dency and vice presidency of the United States and 
to write a platform. 
No one will dictate either the 
nominees or the platform, which will be in contrast 
with the situ ation expected when Democrats meet to 
ratify what already has been decided for them . 


CAMPAIGN FIN D S 


The Repu blican challenge to proper au thorities to 
set the record straight on the right of CIO's well- 
heeled Political Action committee to op erate in the 
nu tional election ou tside existing restrictions on other 
organizations’ money contribu tions will bring a show ­ 
down on the committee's statu s. 
If its legal advisers 
have erred, the error had better be revealed now than 
later. 
It is obviou s tha t if their claims are allowed to 
stand, the su bterfu ge of non-p artisanship will be ex­ 
tended to other grou ps. The committee is oply nom ­ 
inally non-p artisan; its efforts are in behalf of Mr 
Roosevelt. 
W hatever sim ilar organization might be 
created in the gu ise of non-p artisanship to help the 
candidacy oi an opponent wou ld be, therefore, in the 
sam e category . 
The perennial argu m ent over the sou rce and u se 
of campaign fu nds will be continu ed in 1944. 
There 
is apparently no way to end it. 
Each new law which 
attem p ts to regu late the raising and spending of 
money becomes, in tu rn, an invitation to get arou nd 
it with new devices. 
The Political Action committee 
of CIO is the newest device. 
If its legality is su s­ 
tained. it will become the model for others. 
Att'y 
Gen. Biddle, who has been handed the hot potato to 
dispose of, seems to be in another one of those situ 
ations of conilict between what he wou ld lik e to do 
and "reasonable dou bt” of the legal right to do it. 
lik e the now famou s Montgomery W ard seizu re case 
Perhaps thu s time, “reasonable dou bt” will prevail.

O u r war produ ction, vast as it has been, cou ld have 
been greater. 
This cou ntry only has approached the 
limit of its potentialities in war, ju st as it only has 
approached, never reached, the lim it of its p otenti­ 
alities in p eace.'

of the dangers of slippery

bank s or concealed tree tru nk s or 
snapping tu rtles, or poison ivy or 
snak es. 
It is a great improvem ent 
all right and I don't w ant to be a 
k ill 
joy 
bu t 
w ithou t p recau tions 
there is danger of nasal infections 
and consequ ent ear infections from 
prolonged and u nder w ater swim­ 
ming pool aqu atics. 
It may come as a complete su r­ 
prise to y ou bu t if y ou think abou t 
it a little y ou 'll see that it Is tru e 
that 
hu m an 
beings 
were 
never 
m eant /or 
an 
u nderw ater 
exist­ 
ence. This is not entirely to say 
that they are not fishes, becau se 
lots

warrn-blooded

breathing anim als sp end a lot of 
time*u nder water.

The pelican, for instance, has no 
external opening to the nose at 
all, so that when their' beak s are 
closed, as they are when diving, 
no water gets into the u pper resp ir­ 
atory passages. 
If y ou go u p real close to a hip ­ 
popotamu s (I get this second hand) 
y ou will find that while he has 
very large nostrils he has a m em ­ 
brane that 
he 
can 
close 
over 
them and the nose and throat sp e­ 
cialists to the hippopotam i tell me 
he does dose them whenever he 
su bmerges. So also m anatees, seals 
and alligators. Althou gh 
the 
p or­ 
poise spends his entire life in the 
water its nasal mu cou s m em brane 
Is little better adap ted than m an’s 
to contact with sea w ater, so It has 
merged its two nostrils into one 
and has a m em brane tha t covers 
this opening which 
it can close 
volu ntarily when it su bmerges. 
It Is not only the possibility of 
bacterial infection of the nose from
